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SUMMARY OF BILL:    Excludes casual, occasional food sales that are 
125 consecutive hours or less and are conducted solely in connection with a 
charitable organization from the definition of a “food service establishment.”

• 500 charitable temporary organizations will meet the new definition 
requirements and will no longer pay a $30.00 permit fee which will 
result in a decrease of state revenues of $15,000.   
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
